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REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION 


SIR: 


Responsive to the office action of May 22, 2003, reconsideration of the rejection 
therein is requested for the reasons following. 

Claims 10-12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph as containing 
subject matter not described in the specification "in such a way as to convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention." 


Amended claim 10 recites the limitation "an optical brightener arranged only at 
said outer side of said first coating layer and not throughout said first coating layer". The 
examiner apparently finds these limitations contrary to the statement at page 5 that the brightener
